For the most part the figures in the tables above 
explain themselves. The rather large number of tardy 
marks is really not as bad a reflection on the children 
as the figures would imply. 112 of these were due to 
difficulties of transportation and were accordingly not 
the fault of the pupils. It is very gratifying to note that 
aside from this group the rest of the scholars made a 
much better record than they did the previous year. 
Our cost per pupil is higher than that of half the towns 
of the State. When further consolidations of the schools 
seem advisable costs will be reduced as they have been 
in the past. 

~ On the whole the school buildings are in good re- 
pair. There are, however, a few things that might be 
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done to advantage. Light colored paint inside would 
improve the lighting of the Brook Road and Rodimon 
schools, while better toilet facilities would improve all 
the three rural schools. ; 

Comfortable, well equipped, and attractive build- 
ings are a great asset to any school system, but of far 
greater importance are the skills, habits and_ ideals 
which the pupils receive from the daily contacts and 
activities of the classroom. I feel. that under the con- 
tinued supervision of the school nurse and our trained 
teachers the children are being guided into ways which 
lead to good health and intelligent citizenship. 

On behalf of the school may I express thanks to 
Mrs. Goodwin for her help in preparing the Christmas 
cantata.
